NOTE: The amendments to the independent claims have changed the scope of the invention, and thus requires further 
search and consideration. . 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant has amended claim 28 to state 'an 
information carrier object', to overcome the 35 U.S.C. 101 rejection from the final office action 09/29/08. However, the "information carrier 
object" amendment still can be interpreted as a type of carrier wave; which is not statutory. The Examiner suggests the applicant amend the 
claim to recite a computer readable medium instead. 

Additionally, with respect to claims 11, 21, and 28, the applicant argues that "it is the applicant's position that a list of applications and URLs 
can not both be content information and application information related to the content information as seems to be the conclusion drawn in 
paragraph 19 of the office action". However, the examiner further explains that, as explained in the previous office action, the application 
information is the type of application, and the content information is application access information (Freund: Abstract). Thus, the applicant's 
argument is not persuasive, since the content information, and application information are not the same. Should the applicant require the 
content information to be of a specific type or the application information comprise specific data, then the examiner suggests the applicant 
further clarify the independent claims to indicate such requirements.
